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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Affidavit fails to convince the Examiner that 
the rejections were in error. The Examiner respectfully submits that the affidavit is merely an opinion of another without any factual 
support, as required. The Affidavit simply states that the party believes that the combination of references does not obviate the invention. 
The party lists a number of places it is believed this failure occurs; however, provides no support for as to why this is, where the Examiner 
has erred, or why these combinations explicitly fail at obviating the invention. A mere statement that they fail is not convincing. 
Respectfully, the Affidavit is thus merely an opinion and not factual support that the rejection is in error. 

The request for consideration also is not persuasive. The request, like the Affidavit, only lists a number of places it believes the Examiner 
has erred and provides no evidence to support these statements other than opinion. The request does not provide support for why the 
references fail in the listed manner or why the combination does not obviate the invention. The Examiner maintains the rejection was 
proper as Applicant has failed to support any specific errors. 
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
